Success has attended the schools generally during the yea 
just closed. The average attendance is about up to that of the 
year previous, but shows some falling off from the year ’*68—’69. 
The teachers have fulfilled their duties in most cases with ac- 
ceptance, and good harmony has prevailed, so faras known, 
between parents, teachers and scholars. _ 4 

By a vote of the selectmen and superintendent of schools, 
Districts Nos. 1 and 10 were united together, and also Nos. 9 
and 13. The districts thus united have erected neat and com- 
modious school houses, in central locations, longer terms are 
afforded the schools, and a new impulse given to the interest in 
education among the people. The citizens of other districts 
should consider whether the condition of their schools might 
not be in like manner improved by consolidation. Scattered 
forces are seldom very effective. 

The superintendent has been pleased, in his visits among the 
schools, to observe quite a number of scholars of decidedly su- 
perior intellectual capacity, and whose progress shows the form- 
ationj of studious habits and a desire to learn. He cannot but 
express his regret that no provision is made inthe town for the 
farther advancement of these young people, whose parents, in 
many cases, cannot send them away from home, and they are 
hence obliged to quit school just as they are becoming interesi- 
ed in their studies. and fitted for the higher branehes of a thor- 
ough English education. What weneed is a graded school; 
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and no better investment of funds could be made than such as 
would secure an institution of this kind. Knowledge is power: 
and that system of public instruction which secures to the ris- 
ing generation the best facilities for intellectual culture, should 
be adopted as sound in philosophy, and as affording a sure 
foundation for political economy. 

The teachers generally have sustained themselves well, and 
fulfilled the expectations given at their examination by the 
superintendent. Several of them have been fitted for their 
work by previous experience and are well known as acceptable 
teachers in the town. Those who made their first attempt, gave 
good promise of future usefulness in their vocation. 

The examinations were, in general, satisfactory.
